were burned separately, as a large pllo 
of cut wood, which stands just to the 
north of the bouse, and between the 
house and barn, was not even scorched. 


What time tho tragedy occurred Is 


not known to a certainty. A neighbor 
says he saw a reflection as of lire in tin: 
direction of the Allen house about 9 
o'clock Sunday night, lie thought noth- 
ing more about the matter at tho time, 
ami it did not. occur to him again until 
the news of thn death of his neighbors 
came to him.
